Kr  J  W  Dafoe,  profound  but  somewhat  dy«- 
neoUc  editor  of  The  Winnipeg  Free  Press,  has 
mtrtlnf  of  wom«»  that  the  International 
Iconomlc  (-(inference  probably  will  fall  and  that 
western  cWlliiaUon  will  collapse.  We  do  not 
know  What  hM  come  orer  the  editorial  fraternity. 
There  was  a  tlmr  when  journallst.s  were  delight- 
ful company,  fuU  of  wise  saws  and  modem  In- 
stances, tored  good  atoriea  and  could  teU  good 
stories,  and  If  they  disagreed  occasionally,  quar- 
reled and  fought  with  the  good  temper  of  a 
champion  prlM  fighter.  Can  If  b«  possible  that 
Mr.  Dafoe  mLssf.s  hl.s  old  friend  Frank  Oliver, 
With  whom  he  used  to  disagree  so  amicably  at 
meetings  of  the  CanadUn  Press  AssoclaUon? 
Some  eminent  men  are  like  that.  Life  for  them 
losflf  its  savor  when  there  are  no  foemen  left  in 
the  vorld  worthy  of  their  cootrovefsial  staaL 

Can  It  be  that  the  great  editor  is  despondent 
beeause  so  many  of  the  causes  with  which  he 
was  allied  have  become  lost  cauwa?  We  knew 
that  the  leader  of  the  Canadian  Liberal  partj 
has  not  proved  an  Inqilratlon  and  a  glory  to  the 
flock  in  which  Mr.  Dafoe  traveled  when  he  did 
sot  go  somewhat  astray.  Then  the  farmers' 
party  of  Manitoba  has  created  almost  as  deplor- 
mes&  of  things  as  the  farmers'  party  of 
Ontario  did  a  few  years  ago.  The  wheat  pools 
of  the  prairies  had  the  very  best  of  intentions, 
but  they,  too,  were  failures.  Now  the  wheat- 
growers  want  the  provincial  governments  to 
curtail  the  production  of  grains  and  the  Domin- 
ion Government  to  enter  Into  a  combination  with 
foreign  gOYemments  to  limit  Krain  exportation. 
It  may  bo  that  the  mind  of  Mr.  Dafoe  is  filled 
with  gloom  because  he  feels  that  a  practical 
man  he  cannot  support  any  such  movements. 
To  attempt  any  .«iuch  thing  would  be  to  encroach 
upon  the  liberties  of  the  individual  and  to  crush 
tedtvMul  Initiative  and  entennee. 

In  the  United  State.s,  under  a  qua.sl  dictator - 
Ship,  something  of  the  kind  is  being  tried.  Bet- 
ter to  wait  and  see  the  result  of  this  gigantic 
national  undertaking,  which  may  prove  either  a 
tremendous  success  or  a  smashing  disaster.  And, 
after  all,  the  International  Iconomlc  Conference 
may  achieve  a  partial  .succes.s  if  not  an  absolute 
success.  There  are,  of  course,  dilflculties  to  be 
met  and  obstacles  to  be  removed,  but  tf  the  dele- 
gates are  In  a  concilatory  mood  the  achieve- 
ments of  the  conference  may  be  surprising  to  the 
pessimists.  An  adjustment  or  a  readjustment  of 
currencies  and  exchanges  would  Justify  the  meet- 
ing. Then  if  international  tariffs  cannot  be  re- 
duced because  of  4he  necessities  of  adequate 
revenues,  there  still  will  renuun  freer  trade  re- 
lations within  the  bounds  of  the  British  Empire, 
<me  of  the  accumpii.shments  of  the  Imperial 
Iconomlc  Conference  What  l.s  tlie  u.se  of  fear- 
ing the  worst  when  the  thing  to  do  i.s  hope  for 
the  best?  Western  civilization  is  not  going  to 
fall  In  any  event,  because  at  tlic  back  of  that 
civilization  there  is  the  bulwark  of  the  British 
Empire,  which  comprises  not  only  the  population 
and  wealth,  but  tiM  cottun  sC  the  ptlaelpftl  parts 
of  the  earth.

When  a  man  who  has  been  a  reader  of  The 
Colonist  for  thirty  years  asks  a  question,  even  In 

a  spirit  of  hilarity  or  facetlousne.ss,  we  are  in 
duty  bound  to  reply  to  that  question.  Captain  (a 
title  ot  eonrtesy)  Arthur  Lane  wants  to  know  the 
meaning  of  a  somewhat  cryptic  line  which  was 
printed  in  this  paper  on  the  morning  of  June  8.

Such  errors  of  commission  are  quite  common 
In  most  newspapers  In  these  days  of  mechanical 
composition,  and  possibly  other  reader.s  of  The 
Colonist  may  be  interested  in  an  explanation  of 
how  they  "Just  happen."  In  the  ancient  day.s 
of  the  art  of  printing  such  errors  were  impo.sslble 
— ior  every  leaden  letter  of  the  alphabet  was 
cast  in  a  single  unit,  with  one  or  two  e«ceptlons 
which  do  not  alter  the  case.  Thus  when  an  error 
occured.  aU  the  compositor  had  to  do  to  make 
corrections  was  to  mibatttute  the  right  letter  for 
the  wrong  one. 

In  modern  tecluiocratlc  days  the  compositor's 
unit  is  a  line  of  type  cast  upon  Whit  to  called  a 
slug.

Tiie  i>osltlon  of  the  Amer- 
ican Government  is  that  there  Is  no  connection 
between  war  debts  and  any  of  the  Issues  the 
Conference  will  discuss.  The  position  of  the 
British  Oovernment  Is  that  If  It  defaults  In  its 
pa3hnents  the  prestige  of  the  nation  will  suffer, 
for  thus  far  In  history  Great  Britato  has  met 
all  her  obligations.  The  other  debtor  nations 
simply  declare  they  will  not  pay  without  per- 
mUtlBff  tiM  eoMagnencai  to  tnoMt  their  minds.
